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Soviet Sides With Syria As 
Golan Heights War Steps Up

Heavy Syrian-Israeli fighting 
on the slopes of strategic Mount 
Hermon spread to several other 
places on the Golan Heights 
front today, a Syrian military 
communique said. It was the 
35th consecutive day of battles 
there. 
‘Our forces are directing 
their fire at enemy frontline 
and supporting positions and 
arc inflicting many casualties,” 
the communique said. ‘‘As 
usual, the enemy shelled houses 
of unarmed civilians, this time 
in the village of Qallat Jendal.” 
Casualty figures indicated the 
close - quarters 
struggle 
for 
strategic positions on 9,232-foot 
Mount Hermon was the fiercest 
fighting since the October war. 
Syrian communiques Sunday 
said the Syrians lost 15 killed 
and 10 wounded and put Israeli 
losses at 50 killed or wounded.

The Syrians also said they shot 
down four Israeli warplanes 
Sunday, for a total of eight in 
seven days.

Snow-covered Mount Hermon 
is perhaps the single most 
strategic military point in the 
Middle East. The mountain 
straddles the Israel, Lebanese 
and Syrian borders and com­ 
mands a viewr of all three 
countries. In the past Israeli 
radar atop the mountain was 
able to monitor Arab air force 
flights. 
The Golan Heights battles 
coincided with the beginning of 
indirect Syrian-Israeli talks on 
troop disengagement in the 
Golan Heights. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger met 
last week with a Syrian 
delegation in Washington and 
relayed 
an Israeli proposal.

Military observers have sug­ 
gested Syria began the Golan 
Heights fighting to strengthen 
its position before the actual 
talks begin and before Kissing­ 
er flies to the Middle East at 
the end of April for another 
round of shuttle diplomacy 
between Damascus and Tel 
Aviv. 
Israel’s troubles with Leba­ 
non were headed for the 
Security Council Monday after­ 
noon. The Israelis carried out a 
series of punitive raids into

in 
retaliation for an Arab guerrilla 
attack which killed 18 Israelis 
in a border town on Wednes­ 
day. 
Israeli Defense M i n i s t e r 
Moshe Dayan warned Lebanon 
there may be more raids if 
Lebanon does not stop support­ 
ing the guerrillas. Lebanon has 
denied the raids came from 
that country and asked for an 
urgent meeting of the Security 
Council to study the situation.

Hermon Sunday night and 
again today after a day of 
hand-to-hand combat and heavy 
artillery exchanges. Israel said 
its troops wiped out a 12-man 
Syrian commando force Sunday 
while suffering 17 wounded.

Aviv said Israeli warplanes 
went into action during the 
fighting, but all the planes 
returned to their bases safely. 
The Syrians reported shooting 
down four aircraft.

Each side reported beating 
back attacks on the strategic 
mountain, which overlooks the 
Golan Heights and hundreds of 
miles beyond. 
In Tel Aviv, the Israeli 
cabinet confirmed Maj. Gen. 
Mordechai Gur as the new 
armed forces chief of staff, 
replacing Lt. Gen David Ela- 
zar, who resigned April 2 under 
pressure.

Mystery Ball 
To Get Further 
Analysis 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI) 
— Navy experts are puzzled by 
a weird metal sphere about the 
size of a bowling ball that rolls 
around a table by itself without 
falling off and makes dogs 
whimper. 
Mrs. 
Jerri 
Betz, 
whose 
husband and son found the 
shiny 25-pound ball in some 
grass last week, 
said she 
planned to air freight it to 
Northwestern University for 
examination by astronomer J. 
Allen 
Hynek, 
one of the 
country’s leading experts on 
unidentified flying o b j e c t s 
(UFOs). 
Mrs. Betz said that when the 
sphere was placed on a table, it 
rolled to the edge of its own 
power, and then rolled around 
the four sides in a series of 
increasingly smaller rectangles 
until it stopped in the center of 
the table, on the spot from 
which it had begun to roll. 
A U.S. Navy examination of 
the sphere showed it was made 
of high grade steel, and X-rays 
indicated there were three or 
four smaller spheres inside. 
The Navy said it could not 
determine what made the ball 
behave as it did without cutting 
into it. Mrs. Betz, however, 
wants other scientists to exam­ 
ine it intact. 
When the family dog, a toy 
poodle, was placed near the 
sphere, Mrs. Betz said, “she 
began to whimper and cover 
her 
ears with her paws, 
something I’ve never seen her 
do before, lt was a similar 
reaction to what dogs do when 
they hear a high pitched dog 
whistle. 
“If you pick it up, hold it 
over your head and shake it 
vigorously, and then put it 
down, it has a motion inside. It 
almost feels like its trying to 
get away from you. It actually 
feels like a huge Mexican 
jumping bean.” 
Mrs. Betz said she, her 
husband, marine engineer Ant­ 
oine Betz, and their son, Terry, 
21, a prcmed student at Florida 
Junior 
College, 
found 
the 
sphere lying in the grass while 
they walked on the family’s 20- 
acre tract on Fort George 
Island. 15 miles north of here. 
There was no indication the 
sphere had caused any damage 
to the surrounding grass or 
underbrush, and no indication 
the shiny metal sphere had 
fallen from a height.

“ There is a large element of 
geoncide here.” he said. “ This 
is not a sectarian movement.

and not the State,’ he 
added.

His father practice medicine and his 
mother was active in church and community 
activities in Springfield. Vachel wrote, 
describing her as “a real lady. . .brilliant 
intellect though raised on a farm.. .a real 
American.” 
Their home was furnished adequately but it 
was a house in which they did not bother with 
fashion or interior decorating. The furniture 
was plain and the house willed with books. 
When his mother was an instructor at Hooker 
College, she wrote two plays which she 
produced in Springfield in the Campbellite 
Church she attended. Since plays in the 
cnurch were not allowed, she called the plays 
‘‘colloquies.” When Vachael was six, he was 
one of the characters dressed in a pink slip, 
she sewed “angel” wings on the back. He 
carried a home made bow of silver 
pasteboard. 
Vachael celebrated his mother in a poem 
called “The Hearth Eternal.” This poem 
expressed the image of a woman on whose 
hearth smouldered a magic fire.. .which 
burned even after her death. He wrote in 
symbolic language. 
Vachael*s grandfather was the Rev. 
Ephraim Samuel Frazee, of Orange in Rush 
County. He had married Frances Austin of 
Laurel, Indiana. He was a minister on Sunday 
and a farmer the rest of the week. Vachel 
dedicated his poem “The Proud Farmer,” to 
himVachael and his sister Olive often visited in 
Rush County. His grandfather was always 
respectfully called Brother Frazee by his 
Campbellite friends. He wore a stove pipe 
hat, black string tie, and with a Bible under 
each arm would march his family to church 
in Fayetteville every Sunday. 
Grandfather Frazee was a rabid Republi­ 
can. It was said that he rang the dinner bell 
for three hours when Lee surrendered to 
Grant. 
His paternal grandfather on the other hand 
was fiercely a Democrat. He blamed the 
north and President Lincoln for the burning 
of his crops, freeing his slaves, stealing his 
land and reducing him to poverty following 
the Civil War. This was land which He felt 
should have gone to Vachael. His grand­ 
mother Martha Lindsey was a lovely 
womanly girl.. .much younger than her 
husband. She was reportedly descended from 
Pocahontas. 
This conflict in political philosophy stimu­ 
lated this sensitive young man to become 
interested in the thinking of people. He also 
became interested in different religions.. .in­ 
cluding Asian religions. He spent much time 
in meditation. He wanted to learn first hand 
about Americans. He became known as a 
vagabond poet. His parents were most 
sympathetic with him. His father had wanted 
him to study medicine but this was not for 
Vachael and his parents finally accepted this 
fact. He published many books (most of them 
at his expense) and was on a speaking 
bureau. He recited his poems on the stage and 
was very popular coast to coast particularly 
with college audiences.

convention. John Craig has been 
named executive secretary of 
the platform committee, 
Craig, an Indianapolis at­ 
torney, is the son of former 
Governor George N. Craig, now 
heading the Indianapolis: office 
of a law' partnership with his 
father.
